Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  my  Twenty- 
third  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  IMortality  of  the 
District,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  past  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  have  calculated  the  population 
of  the  district  by  ascertaining  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  and  multiplying  it  b}^  the  number  of  persons  per  house 
which  was  found  to  exist  at  the  last  census  namely  4'87. 

The  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  each  of  the  four 
wards  of  the  district,  with  those  of  the  previous  3^ear  for 
comparison,  is  now  as  follows  ; —

thus  showing  an  increase  of  population  of  161,  as  compared 
with  143  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  103  in  number, 
as  compared  with  142  last  year  ;  loi  occurring  in  the  district 
and  two  outside,  the  parents  of  whom  were  St.  Annes  resi¬ 
dents.  Of  these,  46  were  males  and  57  females,  thus  pro- 
during  a  rate  of  lo’i  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  14  per  i,00Q 
for  1 91 1,  and  an  average  of  13 ’9  for  the  past  five  years.

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  County  for  1911,  being  the 
latest  figures  available,  was  22’64,  and  that  for  England  and 
Wales  24*4,  the  average  for  the  County  for  the  past  21  years 
being  26*8.  The  Birth  Rate  for  St.  Annes  in  1899  was  20 
per  1,000,  so  that  during  the  past  13  years  the  rate  has  been 


Teduced  to  practically  half,  and  now  is  only  a  fraction  above 
the  Death  Rate.  Bven  allowing  for  the  fact  that  a  number 
■of  people  come  to  live  here  after  the  child-bearing  period  of 
life,  an  excuse  which  could  equally  apply  to  the  year  1899. 
One  cannot  but  view  with  apprehension  this  persistent  fall, 
not  onh^  here,  l^nt  throughout  the  County. 


The  Deaths,  which  include  eleven  residents  of  St.  Amies 
who  died  outside  the  district  and  exclude  nine  visitors  who 
died  within  the  District,  were  94  in  number,  42  males  and 
52  females  producing  a  rate  of  9*1  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
9 ’6  for  last  year  ;  the  Count}'’  rate  for  19 ii  being  15 '05.

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  mentioned  that,  owing  to  a 
regulation  of  the  Registrar  General,  we  could  only  exclude 
from  our  Death  Rate  those  visitors  who  had  died  in  Public 
Institutions,  and  not  from  hotels  or  lodging  houses,  thus 
compelling  me  to  exclude  deaths  of  visitors  who  had  only 
recently  arrived  in  the  district,  and  therefore  not  counted  in 
estimating  our  population.  This,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  has 
now  been  altered,  and  the  deaths  of  visitors  are  now  referred 
through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  to  the 
district  to  which  they  belong. 
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The  Births  (not  including  the  two  which  occurred 
outside  the  district)  and  Deaths  per  month  were  as  follows  : —

The  Causes  of  Death, 

with  the  ages  at  which  it  occurred, 

will  be  found  in  Table  III.  at  the  end  of  the  report,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  those  from  Respiratory  Diseases, 
viz.,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  were  nine  in  number, 
producing  a  rate  of  '9  per  i,ooo  ,  and  Phthisis  was  the  cause 
of  two  deaths,  giAung  a  rate  of  ’2.  The  County  Rate  for  19 ii 
for  these  diseases  being  respectively  2*32  and  ’88. 

The  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  were  ii  in  number, 
as  compared  with  13  last  year,  which,  if  calculated  to  1,000 
births,  gives  a  rate  of  107,  that  of  the  County  for  1911  being 
144.

One  death  only,  which  was  due  to  Measles,  resulted  from 
the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever, 
iMeasles,  Small  Pox,  Diphtheria  (including  Membraneous 
Croup),  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (comprising  Typhoid, 
Typhus,  and  Continued  Fever),  and  Diarrhoea,  producing  a 
rate  of  'i  per  i,ooo,  that  for  the  County  for  1911  being  i‘o. 
The  remarkably  low  mortality  from  these  diseases  shows 
that,  although  we  are  subject  to  epidemics  of  infectious 
disease  our  climate,  etc.,  are  such  that  the  sullerer  has  a 
much  greater  chance  of  recovery  here  than  in  most  places. 

The  cases  of  Measles  reported,  217  in  number,  as  compared 
with  76  last  year,  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  occurred  mostly 
in  the  vicinit}^  of  Church  Road  during  the  summer  holidays, 
and,  owing  to  them,  it  was  decided  to  prolong  the  holidays  of 
the  Public  Elementary  Schools  for  a  fortnight,  viz.,  from 
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the  2nd.  to  the  i6th  September.  As  previously  mentioned, 
they  were  the  cause  of  one  death. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  23  times,  as  compared  with 
54  last  year.  The  cases  seem  to  have  been  of  a  mild  type, 
with  no  fatal  results,  and  were  distributed  prett}^  evenly 
throughout  the  year  and  the  district.  The  cause  of  these 
outbreaks,  though  carefully  inquired  into,  could  in  no  case 
be  discovered. 

Typhoid  occurred  twice,  as  compared  with  three  times 
last  year,  which,  I  think,  speaks  well  for  the  sanitation  of  the 
District.  In  one  of  the  cases,  suspicion  fell  upon  some  water¬ 
cress  which  the  patient  had  eaten  about  a  fortnight  before. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  twice,  as  compared  with  seven 
times  last  year,  the  cause  in  both  instances  being  not  dis¬ 
covered. 

Table  II.  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified,  the  ages  at  which  the^^  occurred,  the  ward  to  which 
they  belonged,  as  well  as  the  number  removed  to  hospital, 
from  which  it  wfill  be  seen  that  63  per  cent  of  the  eases  for 
which  the  hospital  was  erected,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
and  Typhoid,  were  sent  there.  One  case  of  Erx^sipelas  was 
also  removed  there  by  the  permission  of  the  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the,  Compulsory 
Notification  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  otherwise  known  as 
Phthisis  or  Consumption,  commenced  on  January  ist,  1912, 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1911, 
and  during  the  year  nine  cases  were  reported,  with  two 
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deaths.  These  regulations,  together  with  those  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  provide  for  the  supervision 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his  Assistant  of  the  cases 
reported,  also  for  the  provision  of  Tuberculosis  Officers,  Dis¬ 
pensaries  and  Sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  the  disease. 
The  carr^dng  out  of  the  Act,  with  the  exception  of  the  County 
Boroughs,  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and  up 
to  the  present  has  not  got  into  working  order.  I  have,, 
therefore,  contented  myself  with  receiving  the  notification, 
and,  as  in  former  3^ears,  disinfecting  the  premises  where 
possible.  The  only  information  which  I  have  received 
regarding  the  ultimate  working  of  the  Act  was  in  a  letter 
issued  on  October  21st,  1912,  by  the  Clerk  to  the  County 
Council,  and  enclosing  a  map  in  which  it  was  stated  that, 
acting  on  the  advice  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Committee  of  the  County  Council  who  have  to  arrange 
the  carrying  out  of  the  Act  propose  for  administration 
purposes  to  divide  the  Count}^  into  ten  areas,  and  that  three 
Senior  Tuberculosis  Officers,  with  seven  or  eight  Assistant 
Officers,  who  could  also  get  further  assistance  if  necessary, 
should  be  appointed  ;  that  there  should  be  placed  over  the 
whole  area  ten  Primary  and  thirt}"  Assistant  Dispensaries, 
with  seven  Observation  and  one  Curative  Sanatoria,  the  latter 
being  at  Meathop.  The  nearest  Dispensar}^  to  St.  Annes  would 
be  at  Blackpool,  and  the  nearest  Observation  Sanatorium  at 
what  is  now  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Hlswick,  which,  of 
course,  would  be  taken  over  for  that  purpose.  The  Public 
Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council  hope  that  the 
working  of  the  Dispensaries  under  their  control  would  be 
carried  out  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Authorities  and 
their  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  as  not  only  to  avoid  over¬ 
lapping  of  administration,  but  that,  by  mutual  assistance. 
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more  effective  measuics  may  be  taken,  l^otli  for  the  pre¬ 
vention  and  enre  of  the  disease.  The  following  method, 
taken  from  one  of  onr  County  Boroughs,  will  probably  to  a 
great  extent  be  the  one  adopted  in  the  County  On  receipt 
6f  the  notification  from  the  Doctor,  the  house  of  the  patient 
will  be  visited,  if  necessar}^  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
or  his  Assistants,  with  the  object  more  especially  of  noting 
the  sui roundings  with  regard  to  sanitation,  overcrowding, 
etc.,  and  the  occupation  of  the  patient,  and,  if  the  conditions 
appear  dangerous,  either  to  the  patient  or  others,  it  is'  decided 
that  the  sufferer  would  benefit  by  Sanatorium  treatment, 
application  would  be  made,  together  with  a  report  on  the 
case,  by  the  attending  Doctor  to  the  Insurance  Committee, 
who  would  refer  it  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  to  investigate 
and  recommend,  if  he  thinks  fit,  to  either  the  Observation  or 
Curative  Sanatorium.  Should  a  case  be  treated  at  home, 
domiciliary  treatment,  a  quarterly  report  regarding  the 
symptoms,  progress,  and  treatment  of  the  disease  would 
have  to  be  made  by  the  Medical  Practitioner  to  the  Consulting 
Officer.  It  is  important  to  note  that  dependents  on  insured 
persons  could  receive  sanatorium  benefits  under  the  Act. 

Since  the  1911  regulations,  further  ones  have  been  issued, 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  ist  of  February,  1913,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  that  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis, 
non-Pulmonary  as  well  as  Pulmonary,  should  be  notified, 
and  that  a  weekly  statement  of  each  notification,  with  con¬ 
siderable  information,  regarding  it,  should  be  sent  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Another  regulation  issued  on  the  15th  August,  1912, 
and  which  came  into  operation  on  the  ist  September.  1912,  is 
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the  compulsory  notification,  with  the  powers  as  provided  in 
the  Infections  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1890,  of  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  diseases  which  have 
been  recently  epidemic  thronghont  England,  and  which  are 
due  to  the  same  infections  germ.  The  symptoms  of  this 
disease,  for  they  could  be  classified  as  one,  differ  greatly  in 
different  epdemics  and  individuals.  In  the  recent  epidemic 
there  was  usually  slight  fever  with  malaise,  drowsiness,  head¬ 
ache  and  sometimes  catarrh,  followed  by  rigidit}^  of  the 
muscles,  especialh'  in  the  neck  and  spine,  with  tenderness  ; 
these  symptoms  being  followed  by  paralysis  of  one  or  more 
limbs  or  groups  of  muscles.  Occasionally  few  or  no  symptoms 
have  occurred  before  the  paralysis.  The  disease  was  mostly 
confined  to  children,  and  it  is  supposed  that  the  germ  in  the 
first  instance  finds  a  lodgment  in  the  throat  or  nose,  and  also 
that  the  infection .  takes  place  usually  through  the  medium 
of  a  third  person  or  “  carrier,''  and  rarely  directly  from 
patient  to  patient.  Since  the  Order  came  into  force  no 
cases  have  been  reported  to  me,  but  previous  to  that  about 
six  occurred  in  the  district. 

Influenza  of  a  mild  type  was  prevalent  during  the 
earlier  and  later  months  of  the  year  and  caused  three  deaths, 
one  at  the  age  of  84,  complicated  with  Pneumonia  ;  another 
at  74,  associated  with  Pleart  Disease  ;  and  a  third  at  57, 
who  was  suffering  from  Graves  Disease. 


The  Fumigation  of  Rooms  and  Disinfection  of  Bedding, 
&c.,  has  been,  as  usual,  carried  out  free  of  charge,  not  only 
after  the  usual  infectious  diseases,  but  also  whenever  it  has 
been  desired  ;  and  when  one  considers  that  man}"  other 
diseases  are  due  to  germs,  as,  for  example,  Pneumonia, 
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Rheumatic  Fever,  Cancer,  and  are  therefore,  to  some  extent, 
infectious,  especially  to  susceptible  persons,  one  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  people  to  make  use  of  the  offer  and  thus  free 
themselves  from  possible  danger. 

SANITARY  WORK. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  have  left  most  of  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  Department  to  be  reported  by  those  who  are 
daily  engaged  in  carivdng  it  out,  namely,  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  reports  ymu  will 
find  at  the  end  of  mine. 

The  Cleansing  of  the  Streets,  which  is  carried  out  by 
six  men  and  one  driver,  has  been  satisfactory,  though  com¬ 
plaints  have  several  times  been  made  of  the  dirty^  appearance 
of  St.  Amies  Road  West,  when  it  has  usually  been  found 
that  the  cause  was  principally^  due  to  the  unpacking  of  goods 
in  front  of  the  shops,  and  allowing  the  paper  and  straw  to  be 
blown  about. 

The  Removal  of  Refuse  from  the  bins  and  ashpits  has, 
on  the  whole,  been  satisfactory,  though  the  latter  receptacles 
have  sometimes,  especially  in  the  summer,  had  to  be  left  too 
long  to  be  consistent  with  modern  ideas  of  sanitation.  This 
is  to  some  extent  owing  to  the  difficulty  and  objectionable¬ 
ness  of  emptying  them,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our 
constant  endeavour  to  get  them  abolished  in  favour  of  the 
more  sanitary  bins,  which  are  emptied  weekly,  has  been 
fairly  successful,  and  that  now  not  more  than  120  remain 
in  the  town  part  of  the  district  I  trust  that  these  may  soon 
be  done  away  with. 
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The  proposed  Sewerage  Scheme  which  I  mentioned  in  my 
last  Annual  Report  had  become  necessary  on  account  of  the 
growth  of  the  place,  has  received  a  great  deal  of  consider¬ 
ation  during  the  year,  and,  after  two  Local  Government  Board 
enquiries,  plans  are  now  before  them  for  their  consideration. 
The  main  features  of  the  scheme  are  to  enlarge  the  capacity 
of  the  mains,  to  remove  the  outlet  further  away  from  the 
town  part  of  vSt.  Annes,  and  to  discharge  the  sewage  on  a  part 
of  the  ebb  tide  only,  so  that  our  foreshore  will  be  kept  free 
from  sewage  pollution.  In  order  to  carry  out  this,  a  pumping 
station  and  storage  tanks  have  to  be  provided.  I  think  if 
the  scheme  can  be  carried  out  at  anything  like  a  reasonable 
cost  it  will  well  repay  the  outlay  ;  at  the  same  time,  as  will 
be  seen  from  this  report,  the  District  has  in  no  way  suffered 
from  the  present  condition  of  things. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district,  from  the  main  of  the 
Fylde  W'ater  Board,  has  been  satisfactory,  the  water  being 
very  soft,  and,  though  occasionally  a  little  discoloured,  is 
quite  free  from  any  injurious  pollution. 

The  Examination  and  Analysis  of  Foods  and  Drugs, 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Police,  resulted  in  27  samples  being  taken  and 
examined,  as  compared  with  13  last  year,  and  were  as 
follows  . — six  3Iilk,  one  Honeyq  two  Butter,  one  Coffee,  one 
Arrowroot,  one  Cheese,  six  Spirits,  six  Cream,  two  Pepper, 
one  Condensed  Milk,  all  of  which  were  found  genuine  or 
passable.  Besides  the  above-mentioned  samples  of  milk, 
which  were  taken  for  ordinary  analysis,  eight  others  were 
taken  by  the  Sanitaiu^  Inspector  from  the  kits  coming  into 
St.  Annes  from  outside  districts,  and  examined  at  the 
laboratories  of  Prof.  Delepine,  at  Owen’s  College,  Man¬ 
chester,  for  Tuberculosis,  all  being  found  free  from  the  germ. 
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The  Inspection  of  the  Farms  in  the  district  and  the 
Cattle  thereon  has  been  regularly  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  whose  encouraging  report  will  be  found  attached 
to  mine.  The  Farms  and  Dairies  in  the  district  are  also 
periodically  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  so  that  ever}^ 
care  is  taken  to  ensure  a  good  and  pure  milk  supply.  With 
the  object  of  further  strengthening  the  hands  of  authorities 
in  this  important  matter,  a  Bill  is  now  before  Parliament,  the 
main  objects  of  which  are — 

(1)  The  more  effective  registration  of  dairies  and 

dairymen. 

(2)  The  inspection  of  dairies,  and  the  examination  of 

cows  therein. 

(3)  The  prohibition  of  the  suppl}?'  of  milk  from  a  dairy 

where  such  a  supply  has  caused  or  would  be 
likely  to  cause  infectious  diseases,  including 
Tuberculosis. 

(4)  The  prevention  of  the  sale  of  tuberculous  milk. 

(5)  The  regulation  of  the  importation  of  milk.  so. as  to 

prevent  danger  to  pirblic  health  arising  therefrom. 

(6)  The  issue  of  regulations  for  secrrring  the  srrpply  of 

pure  and  wholesonre  milk. 

{7)  The  establishment  b}^  local  authorities  in  populous 
places  of  milk  depots  for  the  sale  of  milk  specially 
prepared  for  iirfants. 

The  Prrblic  Schools,  narrrely  the  Heyhorrses  Errdowed 
School,  the  Roman  Catholic  School,  St.  Thomas’  School,  and 
the  Council  SchooF  have  been  periodically  visited  b}^  either 
myself  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  disirrfection  b}^  spraying 
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the  walls,  etc.,  has  been,  as  before,  carried  out  weekly. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings,  as  regards  ventila¬ 
tion,  air  space,  light  and  heating,  is  good  ;  and  I  understand 
that  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
medical  examination  of  the  children  is  now  l^eing  carried  out 
by  a  Medical  Officer  appointed  b}^  the  County  Council.  The 
Schools  are  being  attended  by  i,oii  children,  and  it  is  worthy 
of  notice  that  in  three  of  them  the  required  space  per  child 
has  been  nearl}^  reached,  whilst  in  the  other,  extension  of  the 
building  has  l^een  recently  made. 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  819  feet  of  sewers  have  been 
laid  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  3,627  feet  last  year, 
and  were  as  follows  ; —

No  roads  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  but  several  are  now'  in  course  of  construction  with 
that  object. 
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VETERINARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a  report  on  my 
work  as  Veterinary  Inspector  of  Cattle,  Cowsheds,  and  Dairies 
during  1912. 

I  have  made  Ouartcrh’-  Examinations  of  all  Cattle  on 
farms  within  your  district,  the  average  .number  examined 
each  quarter  being  about  350.  At  each  inspection  I  have 
found  it  necessary  to  temporarily  suspend  the  use  of  milk 
from  one  or  more  cattle,  chiefly  on  account  of  local  in¬ 
flammatory  troubles  ;  but  I  may  say  that  such  conditions  are 
generally  recognized  by  the  owner  of  the  affected  animal, 
and  it  is  very  rarely  that  I  find  the  milk  is  being  used. 

Tubercular  trouble,  on  the  other  hand,  is,  in  its  initial 
stages,  less  likely  to  be  detected,  and  the  purity  of  the  milk 
may  be  considerably  affected  before  any  disturbance  in 
general  health  can  be  noted. 

Removal  of  Such  cattle  from  the  milking  stocks  before  the 
disease  is  advanced  is  the  main  object  of  veterinary  in¬ 
spection,  and,  although  the  proportion  of  tubercular  cattle 
in  your  district  is  low,  a  number  of  cases  have  been  found, 


and  have  been  disposed  of.  The  low  percentage  of  cattle 
affected  may,  I  think,  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  most  of 
the  farmers  draft  out  animals  of  advancing  age  and  try  to 
maintain  a  young  and  healthy  stock. 

At  the  July  Quarter!}^  Inspection  all  cattle  were  ex¬ 
amined  for  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  then  prevalent  in  many 
other  parts  of  the  Country,  but  although  an  outbreak  occurred 
so  near  as  Blackpool,  I  am  glad  to  sa}^  that  your  district 
escaped.  The  restrictions,  however,  preventing  removal  of 
cattle  to  fresh  pastures  led  to  some  falling  off  in  condition  and 
loss  of  milk. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  gradually  increasing 
recognition  on  the  part  of  farmers  and  those  concerned  with 
the  distribution  of  milk,  of  the  care  as  to  cleanliness  which  is 
necessary  in  dealing  with  such  an  important  food  stuff.  This 
is  evidenced  not  only  in  their  selection  of  a  good  class  of 
■cattle  and  in  the  improved  hygienic  conditions  under  which 
they  are  kept,  but  also  in  the  arrangements  to  prevent  con¬ 
tamination  of  milk  from  the  time  it  is  taken  from  the  cow 
until  its  deliver}^  to  the  consumer. 


The  question  of  a  pure  milk  suppl}"  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  our  legislators,  and  early  in  December  Mr.  John 
Burns’  Milk  Bill  was  read  in  Parliament  for  the  first  time. 
This  Bill  will  give  to  Public  Health  Authorities  increased 
powers  in  regulating  the  conditions  under  which  milk  is 
produced  and  distributed,  and  although  there  still  remains 
the  larger  question  of  eradication  of  Tuberculous  cattle 
from  the  herds  of  this  Country,  the  time  is  rapidly  approach¬ 
ing  when  this,  too,  will  be  taken  in  hand.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St.  Annes-on-the- 
Sea  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  3^011  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  dealt  with  in  the  Sanitar^^  Department 
during  the  year  1912. 

Office  duties  demand  a  large  portion  of  my  attention 
after  visits  of  inspections.  Particulars  have  to  be  entered 
up  in  the  various  books  ;  letters  written  and  sent  out  ;  reports 
made  and  dispatched,  and  it  is  astonishing  what  an  amount  of 
detail  has  to  be  complied  with  according  to  the  Orders  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  so  that  a  complete  record  may  be 
kept  of  work  done. 

394  Letters  have  been  forwarded,  containing  all  manner 
of  suggestions  and  requests  for  the  recipients  to  re-construct, 
alter',  remove,  or  in  any  other  way  improve  conditions  that 
were  not  of  a  healthv  character. 
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It  has  onh'  been  necessary  to  serve  two  lyCgal  Notices^, 
the  letters  above  mentioned  had  the  desired  effect  of  inducing, 
the  recipients  to  carry  out  the  suggested  improvements. 

28  Houses  and  cottages  in  the  vicinity  of  Church  Road 
and  Clifton  Street  were  visited  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  overcrowding.  Although  two  families  or  one 
family  with  lodgers  occupied  each  of  these  cottages,,  none  were 
overcrowded,  but  there  was  an  average  of  7‘6  persons  per 
house,  as  compared  with  4*8  for  the  whole  of  East  Ward, 
in  which  these  houses  are  situated.  It  should  be  remarked, 
however,  that  many  of  them  were  large  and  easily  accommo¬ 
dated  the  inmates. 

Much  of  my  time  is  devoted  to  interviews  with  persons 
concerning  the  condition  of  their  property.  Suggestions  are 
made  to  them  on  such  occasions,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  know 
that  by  this  means  they  are  prevailed  upon  to  do  more  than 
merely  carry  out  work  according  to  the  various  Public  Health 
Acts. 

391  Nuisances  have  been  abated,  and  of  this  number 
some  have  been  of  an  extensive  nature.  Others,  although 
small  in  size,  have  been  equal!}'  important.  The  following

Nuisances  found  in  House-to-House  Inspections 
under  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the  Housing 
Act,  1909  .  65, 


Carelessness  on  the  part  of  householders  in  allowing  their 
children  to  put  all  kinds  of  articles  down  the  3mrd  gullie‘= 
accounts  for  man}"  blockages  in  drains.  On  one  occasion,  a 
drainer  extricated  a  baby’s  shoe,  three  clothes  pegs,  a  tin 
can,  sticks  and  bits  of  glass  and  crockery  from  a  blocked 
drain. 

Two  old  thatched  cottages  have  been  pulled  down 
because  of  their  dilapidated  condition.  From  an  artistic 
standpoint  they  were  picturesque  and  quaint,  but  when 
judged  from  a  sanitary  point  they  were  decidedly  unsuitable 
for  the  habitation  of  human  beings. 

Privies  and  Priv}^  Pails  have  almost  reached  vanishing: 
point,  and  this  accounts  for  the  few  conversions  that  take 
place  each  r^ear.  There  were  336  of  these  privy  closets  ten 
years  ago,  but  these  have  now  been  reduced  to  90,  and  51 
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of  these  are  not  within  reach  of  onr  sewers,  being  connected 
to  houses  on  the  outskirts.  The  reduction  has  been  carried 
out  by  utilizing  the  powers  contained  in  section  36  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the  Council  have  only  had  to 
enforce  their  power  in  three  or  four  cases,  and  when  the  work 
was  completed  the  owners  at  once  defra3^ed  the  cost  of  the 
conversions.  During  the  3"ear  five  Privies  and  seven  Privy 
Pails  have  been  converted  into  Water  Closets. 

66  House-to- House  Inspections  were  made  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875.  Slight  but  important  defects  were 
found  at  some  of  the  houses,  which  were  afterwards  remedied. 
Four  of  the  houses  required  special  attention,  however,  owing 
to  the  sunken  condition  of  the  yard  surfaces,  old  bell  gull}" 
traps,  and  privy  pail  closets.  These  latter  were  converted 
into  Water  Closets,  the  bell  traps  were  taken  out  and  sound 
earthenware  gullies  fixed,  whilst  the  old  brick  surfaces  of  the 
yards  were  coated  with  good  cement  concrete,  with  proper 
gradients  for  the  rain-water  to  flow  off  the  yards  to.  the 
gullies. 

93  Honse-to-Honse  Inspections  under  the  Housing  Act  of 
190Q  have  been  made,  and  many  defects  Avere  found,  all  of 
which  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts.

The  Clinkers,  &c.,  from  the  destruction  of  the  refuse 
have  been  taken  away  free  of  charge  by  farmers,  market 
gardeners,  and  others  for  improving  their  roadwa^^s,  passages, 
and  yards. 

Crushed  Tins  and  other  old  metal  that  find  their  way 
to  the  Refuse  Destructor  have  been  sorted  out  and  afterwards 
sold  to  brokers,  nearly  £50  having  been  received  for  this 
material,  which  proves  that  there  is  value  in  almost  every¬ 
thing. 

There  are  now  1,586  Dustbins,  compared  with  1,434 
last  year,  being  an  increase  of  152.  Many  .of  the  worst  types 
of  ashpits  have  been  transformed  into  excellent  storage  places, 
and  good  gal vani zed-iron  bins  have  been  provided.  In  my 
opinion,  the  best  kind  have  an  iron  strip  down  each  side  of 
the  bin,  which  gives  it  the  required  strength  without  adding 
greatly  to  its  weight. 

The  following  list  shews  the  great  number  of  Fresh  Water 
Closets  as  compared  with  other  kinds  of  closets  in  the 
district  ; — 

4,455  Fresh  Water  Closets. 

21  Waste  Water  Closets. 

33  Privies  (fixed). 

57  Privy  Pails  (movable). 
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As  previously  mentioned,  51  of  the  last  two  types  of 
closets  are  in  the  country  districts,  and  therefore  not  within. 
reach  of  our  sewers. 

58  Soil  Pipes  and  Drains  were  tested,  when  30  defects 
were  located,  all  of  which  have  been  remedied.  At  one  house 
the  intercepting  trap  was  not  properly  set,  resulting  in  the 
waste  water  lodging  in  the  channel  of  the  inspection  chamber. 

28  Smoke  Observations  have  been  made,  when  it  was 
found  black  smoke  was  sent  out  for  a  period  of  60  minutes 
during  these  28  hours.  The  time  limit  now  for  black  smoke  is  2  J 
consecutive  minutes  with  an  interval  between  each  emission 
of  not  less  than  15  minutes.  One  chimney  exceeded  this  limit 
and  notice  was  served,  resulting  in  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance. 

46  Workshops  have  been  regularly  inspected,  a  few  minor 
defects  being  found.  Limewashing  was  necessary  in  three 
instances,  which,  after  notice  to  the  occupiers,  the  premises 
were  at  once  attended  to. 

16  Factories  were  visited,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences 
were  found  satisfactory. 

1,150  Infected  Articles  were  disinfected  by  super¬ 
heated  steam,  and  166  Infected  Rooms  were  fumigated  with 
sulphur,  formalin,  or  other  disinfectants. 

There  are  22  Farms  in  the  district.  85  Visits  and. 
Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  cowsheds,  respecting  air 
space,  light,  ventilation,  and  cleanliness.  Examination  has 
been  made  of  the  drains,  liquid  manure  tanks,  water  troughs, 
water  supply,  milking  utensils,  and  the  methods  emplo3^ed 
by  farmers  when  milking  and  engaged  in  other  operations 
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relative  to  the  milk  supply.  Their  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  importance  of  scrupulous  cleanliness  when  dealing 
with  milk  and  to  exercise  every  care  in  keeping  their  cow¬ 
sheds  well  swept  and  periodically  limewashed. 

Food  Premises,  comprising  fish,  meat,  fruit,  vegetable, 
nnd  provision  stores  ;  Ice  Creameries,  Chipped- Potato  and 
Restaurant  Kitchens,  have  been  visited  almost  daih^  through¬ 
out  the  year.  i8  lbs.  of  frozen  meat  was  destroyed,  owing 
to  its  putrid  condition. 

Visits  were  paid  to  20  Bakehouses  each  month  during  the 
Summer,  and  every  three  months  during  the  remainder  of  the 
3T  ar. 

302  Visits  have  been  made  to  the  Public  Abattoirs  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  animals  brought  there  for  slaughter, 
iind  ascertaining  afterwmrds  whether  the  meat  was  fit  for 
human  food.  There  were  25  Beasts,  2,671  Sheep  and  Lambs, 
115  Pigs  and  97  Calves  slaughtered.  Of  these,  one  cow  and 
all  its  internal  organs,  weighing  about  400  lbs.,  were  affected 
With  generalized  Tuberculosis.  Organs  of  other  animals 
s  ightly  aft'ected  with  Tuberculosis  amounted  to  56!^  lbs. 
JJistoma  Hepaticum,  'other  diseases,  and  unsound  portions, 
amounting  to  61 1  lbs.,  were  found.  All  this  gives  a  total 
amount  of  518  lbs.,  which  was  taken  to  the  Destructor. 
The  Abattoirs  are  well  kept,  and  the  butchers  fully  appre¬ 
ciate  the  facilities  attached  to  the  premises. 

The  Sanitary  Arrangements  at  the  Racecourse  have  been 
examined  prior  to  and  after  each  race  meeting.  vSatisfactory 
eonditions  were  found  to  prevail. 
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Five  Camps  and  a  Dwelling  Van  were  inspected.  The 
Camps  contained  246  boys,  and  in  each  instance  the  sanitary 
arrangements,  water  supply,  and  cleanliness  were  found 
satisfactory. 

39  New  Houses  and  Premises  have  been  inspected  prior 
to  occupation,  and  Certificates  of  Habitation  were>  afterwards 
granted. 


That  ever  interesting  and  vexed  question  of  drain  or 
sewer  arose  during  the  year,  relating  to  the  obligations  of 
the  Council  and  those  of  private  ownership.  A  private  drain 
belonging  to  two  houses  was  defective  ;  tree  roots  had  gained 
access  and  blocked  the  drain  ;  the  owners  of  the  property 
contending  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  execute 
the  work.  The  Council  were  not  of  this  opinion,  so  the 
usual  notices  were  served  for  abatement  of  the  nuisance  ; 
but,  upon  the  owners  refusing  to  comply,  the  Council  did  the 
work  and  charged  the  owners  with  the  cost.  It  was  necessary 
to  take  legal  proceedings  to  recover  the  expenses  incurred, 
and  the  Magistrates  held  that  the  drain  was  a  drain  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  not  a  sewer, 
because  the  houses  were  owned  by  two  owners.  An  Order  was 
made  by  the  Court  that  the  owners  pay  costs  and  the  ex¬ 
penses  incurred  in  doing  the  work.  The  proceedings  were 
taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Section  41,  Public 
Health  Act  Amendment  Act,  1890,  Section  19,  and  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  Section  34. 

The  conditions  of  the  weather  during  the  months  was 
as  follows  : 
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January  . A  cold  month.  During  the  last  ii  days  was 

dry  and  fine.  Frost  occurred  on  the 
grass  on  i8  nights.  Bright  sunshine 
on  19  days. 

February . A  comparatively  mild  month.  Frost  occurred

March  . A  very  wet  month.  The  total  amount  of 

rain  was  5' 19  inches,  which  fed  on  23 
days. 

April . Although  this  is  considered  a  showery  month, 

no  rain  fell  after  the  9th.  Over  228 
hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded. 

May  . . A  somewhat  dry  month.  Bright  sunshine 

was  recorded  on  27  days. 

June  . . A  month  of  wet  weather.  Over  five  inches 

of  rain  fell  on  28  days. 

July  . Except  a  few  showers,  the  first  three  weeks 

were  bright  and  fine.  On  the  last  da}^ 
however,  there  was  a  heavy  downpour  of 
rain. 

August . A  month  of  showers. 


September  _ A  gloriously  fine  month,  with  a  warm  tem¬ 


perature. 

October . The  weather  was  varied,  although  the  first 

few  days  were  fine  and  bright. 

November . A  somewhat  dry  month.  Frost-  occurred 

on  the  ground  on  five  nights. 

December  . Variable  weather  prevailed,  but  particularly 

mile!,  frost  being  registered  on  the  grass 
on  two  nights  only.
